Secretary of Defense Neil H. 


McElroy made public yester- | 


day the gist of formerly se- 
cret intelligence estimates to 
contradict reports of Soviet 
combat superiority in _ inter- 
continental ballistic missiles. 

McElroy, in an _ hour-long 


press conference at the Penta- | 


gon, made these statements: 
That there is no positive 


evidence that the Soviet 
Union now has an opera- 
tional intercontinental bal- 


listic missile in a state of 
combat readiness. 

That the Soviet Union is 
not expected to have such a 
6000-mile ballistic missile 
before the United States’s own 
Atlas I1.C.B.M. is installed in 
combat position before next 
June 30. 

That the widely-publicized 
estimate that the Soviet Un- 
ion will have 300 combat 
1.C.B.M.s by 1960, while the 
United States suffers in a 
“missiles lag,” is “‘exagger- 
ated.” 

That it is “probable” that 
the Soviet Union failed in 
an effort to launch a rocket 
to the vicinity of. the moon 
before they succeeded in 
their recent launching of a 
sun satellite.

“acreed” national intelligence 
estimates—reports approved: by 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
and military intelligence au- 
thorities. 

Discloses 1.R.B.M. Plans. 

McElroy disclosed plans for 
establishing intermediate range 
ballistic missiles in Greece and 
Turkey, as well as in Italy and 
Britain. He said it was still 
“possible,” that France would 
request such 1500-mile-range 
weapons within a few months. 

On the subject of Berlin, Me- 
Elroy said that plans are being 
developed to break any possible 
Communist blockade of the 
city, through the use of either 
air or ground routes, or both. 

Earlier in the day, Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor, chief of staff of 
the Army, drew a contrasting 
picture of a somewhat weak- 
ened Army which must lose one 
of its four strategic divisions 
and has insufficient funds for 
weapons modernization. 

Gen. Taylor testified before 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. Wilber M. Brucker, 
Secretary of the Army, em- 
phasized before the same group 
the importance of the Army 
in dealing with an increased 
number of limited war situa- 
tions precipitated by the So- 
viets. 

McElroy’s statements at his 
press conference constituted 


easily the most optimistic offi- | 


cial public declaration of the 


United States position in the | 


missiles race with the Soviet 
Union since the Sputnik scare 
of October 1957.

— National income in 1958 
failed to match the 1957 level 
and rising living costs ag- 
gravated the situation. 

The Commerce Department 
said yesterday preliminary fig- 
ures ihdicate national income 
approached 360 billion dollars 
in 1958, compared with 364 
billion a year earlier. 

Since consumer prices rose 
about 2 per cent in the same 
period, the department said, 
real income was down about 3 
per cent more than the dollar 
decline. 

Final figures for the third 
quarter of 1958 put national 
income at an annual rate of 

,100,000,000, an increase 
of 101% billion from the second 
quarter annual rate. The ad- 
vance continued in the final 
quarter, the report said.

A $240,000 contract for an 
engineering study to determine 
the best method of. treating 
raw sewage to end pollution of 
the Mississippi river here was 
authorized yesterday by the 
Metropolitan Sewer District. 

In addition to this sum, the 
district will spend an additional 
$45.000 on drilling and test bor- 
ings to determine the character 
of the subsurface along the 
river where sewage treatment 
plants and interceptor sewers 
will have to be constructed 

The Federal Housing and 
Home Finance Agency has 
given the district commitments 
for loans to finance both un- 
dertakings. . The loans are re- 
payable only if the studies lead 
to construction of sewage treat- 
ment plants. A multi-million- 
dollar bond issue would be re- 
quired to finance such con- 
struction. 

Target Date 1967. 

The Federal Government has 
given the district until 1967 to 
Start treating both sewage and 
the 150 tons daily of untreated 
garbage which now enters the 
river through the sewer sys- 
tem 

The study contract is with 
the firm of Horner and Shifrin, 
which will work with the firm 
of Havens and Emerson of 
Cleveland and New York. The 
first report will be due in one 
year, covering the quantity and 
tvpe of sewage that enters the 
river from about 80 outfalls 
along its banks. A second re- 
port due a year later will list 
alternate treatment plans and 
present a recommended plan

LABOR, AIRLINES 
FAVOR LARGER 
ARPORT GRANTS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP) 
—The AFL-CIO and the air 
transport industry today 
strongly indorsed the Demo- 
cratic- sponsored $575,000,000 
federal airport grant bill. 

All of the nine witnesses 
scheduled before the eSnate 
Aviation subcommittee _ said 
they prefer this bill instead of 
President Eisenhower's $200,- 
000,000 alternative proposal. 

J. D. Durand, secretary of 
the Air Transport Association 
of America, representing prac- 
tically all scheduled airlines, 
said the tremendous growth of 
the air industry makes the 
larger program essential. 

Durand said a recent survey 
of 1254 of the nation’s larger 
airports showed that $1,066,- 
000,000 of development work 
was needed in the next four 
vears. Local and state funds 
can make up $589,000.000 of 
this. leaving $477,000,000 to 
come from Washington, he 
said 

‘Inadequacy’ Cited. 

Jet planes of huge passenger 
capacity will make facilities 
even more inadequate, he said, 


William K. Lawton, execu- 
tive director of the National 
Business Aircraft Association, 


said the number of airports in 
the United States actually had 
declined since 1946, dropping 
from 6414 to 6098.

proved by the House Ways and 
Means Committee but held up 
by the Rules Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (\P) 
—A Federal Trade Commis- 
sion examiner ruled yesterday 
that the Firestone Tire &

NINE KILLED IN CRASH Cuban Good Will Man Arrives

Jose M. Espinosa, retired 
Havana business man, came 
here yesterday in an effort to 
convince St. Louisans that 
Cubans approve Fidel Castro's 
trials of “war criminals.”

The idea for the visit was 
implanted a week ago when 
Espinosa heard Castro speak in 
Havana. The rebel chieftain 
urged all Cubans with friends 
in the United States to talk 
to them and make clear their 
feelings toward the Batista 
forces, particularly in the mat- 
ter of the executions.

Researcher Sees Two 
Homes for Every 


Family Here by 1980 


There was a time when Ameri- 
¢ans dreamed of “two chickens 
in every pot.” But that was 
long ago and our present econ- 
omy is generating a bigger 
dream—two houses for every 
family. And this one is begin- 
ning to come true right now. 

That is the opinion of Clar- 
ence A. Thompson, president of 
the Lumber Dealers Research 
Council, who points to modern 
methods of construction, includ- 
ing pre-assembled components, 
and the trend toward “impulse 
buying” in the field of housing, 
as reasons for his “two-house”’ 
prediction. 

“Current trends indicate that 
families owning two houses will 
be as numerous by 1980 as 
those owning two cars today,” 
he says. 

Thompson, who is president of 
Thompson Lumber Co., Cham- 
paign, Ill., also notes a trend 
among the nation’s retail lum- 
ber dealers toward “complete 
package operations” in which a 
lumber dealer supplies an en- 
tire house as a package through 
the use of construction compo- 
nents such as those developed 
by the Lumber. Dealers Research 
Council. 

Faster Method. 


“The retail lumber dealer is 
thus maintaining his logical 
position as the local hub of 
home building activity. The 
rapidly expanding use of the 
eomponent method of home 
building (use of pre-assembled 
parts) as opposed to the tradi- 
tional, piece-by-piece construc- 
tion, makes home building more 
economical, and provides great- 
er quality and considerably more 
speed,” says Thompson. 

“Today, a family can choose 
a house from a model or plans, 
make some changes to-suit its 
own needs and move in four 
weeks later. In some Cases, 
this is less time than it takes 
to get delivery on a new auto- 
mobile in an unusual color. 

“Such speed is putting the 
purchase of a home into the 
category of impulse buying. 
Those who are in the business 
of building and selling new 
homes are beginning to see 
that they can—and should— 
merchandise their products 
just as vigorously as automeo- 
bile dealers. In addition, it is 
necessary to speed up the ma- 
chinery of selling and financing 
to keep pace with speed of fin- 
ishing a house. Building houses 
which are specifically designed 
to meet FHA requirements is 
one method of doing this. 

“The trend toward the ‘two- 
house family’ can be seen now 
in the burgeoning market for 
inexpensive, quickly assembled 
vacation cabin or weekend 
house. «More than 100,000 of 
these will be erected in 1959— 
in the mountains, by ocean, 
lake or river or just out in the 
country—and 1960 will see an 
even greater increase in this 
activity. 

“Once building a house in a 
remote area was a luxury only 
a few could afford. Obtaining 
skilled workmen at such a site 
or transporting them there, 
made labor costs astronomical. 
Constructing, piece by piece, 
far from sources of supply was 
also difficult and expensive. 

“Now, however, a weekend 
house can be assembled in a

The great majority of homes, 
both modest and luxurious, will 
be assembled from components, 
precision-built at a factory and 


trucked to the site,” he pre- 
dicted. 
The Lumber Dealers Re- 


search Council is a non-profit 
organization which, through re- 
search conducted with such 
agencies as the Small Homes 
Council of the University of 
Illinois, has for 10 years sought 
methods of improving the 
quality and reducing cost of 
new houses. 

Most widely known of the 
Council’s developments is the 
system of pre-assembled wood 
component, such as exterior 
panels, roof trusses and in- 
terior partitions, for light con- 
struction. 

Retail lumber dealers 
throughout the United States 
are being franchised to manu- 
facture, distribute and _ sell 
these components which must 
be built according to specifica- 
tions of the FHA. Each part 
carries a shield testifying to 
this compliance and identifying 
the fabricator. 

“The future is bright. As 
long as we can develop better 
products and better ways of 
making and using them, our 
standard of living has no ceil- 
ing in sight,” Thompson con-

Biggest Building Boom 


The ehurches of the United States, now engaged in the 
greatest construction boom in history to accommodate record- 
breaking congregations, have received about $410,000,000 in 
financing from the country’s life insurance companies to help 


carry out this building program. 


A survey made by the Institute of Life Insurance to deter- 
mine the extent of life insurance investment in church edifices 
and other church properties disclosed that $95,000,000 was out 


on loan Dec. 1, 1958, to build 
churches. Of this amount, $85,- 
000,000 had been advanced un- 
der mortgages covering 1240 
properties and $10,000,000 was 
in the form of bonds covering 
1160 properties. Much of the 
construction, for which loans 
had been granted, is com- 
pleted. 

Church - related . educational 
institutions accounted for $100,- 
000,000 of life insurance fi- 
nancing—$70,000,000 in mort- 
gages on 220 properties and 
$30,000,000 in bonds on 580 
properties, 

The survey showed that life 
insurance company investments 
in church - affiliated hospitals 
amounted to $150,000,000. Of 
that amount, $120,000,000 was 
in mortgages on 170 institu- 
tions of this type and $30,000,- 
000 in bonds on 90 units. Hos- 
pitals were the largest single 
type of church property bene- 
fiting from life insurance fi- 
nancing. 

Other types of church prop- 
erties, like houses for the 
clergy and other religious, as 
well as church-connected recre- 
ation buildings, accounted for 
an additional $65,000,000, in- 
cluding $45,000,000 in mort- 
gages on 100 units and $20,- 
000,000 in bonds on 70 prop- 
erties.

“These loans on church 
properties,” said Holgar J. 
Johnson, president of the In- 
stitute, “are another manifes- 
tation of the way that life in- 
surance policyholders’ premium 
payments are put to good use 
in serving communities. 

“We see in these figures new 
evidence that the dimes and 
dollars entrusted to the com- 
panies by millions of Ameri- 
cans to provide family protec- 
tion are channeled not only 
into goods and services having 
commercial and industrial ap- 
plication, but also into the 
spiritual activities and the edu- 
cational and community service 
adjuncts of many of these 
churches and synagogues.” 

Most of the $410,000,000 life 
insurance investments in 
churches and other church 
properties, a total representing 
about half the 1958 construc- 
tion expenditures by United 
States churches, was arranged 
in the last few years. 

The Instit}ite’s survey showed 
that the life companies esti- 
mated at less than $100,000,000 
the total amount of their in- 
vestments in churches and 
church-related properties 10 
years ago. In one decade, there 
has been a quadrupling (and 
perhaps even greater increase) 
in such financing while the na- 
tion’s population increased ap- 
proximately 20 per cent 

The missions board of one 
major church denomination re- 
cently negotiated a $5,000,000 
loan with a life insurance com- 
pany to finance local church 
building in new and growing 
communities. It will be a sort 
of revolving fund, with new 
requests fulfilled from year to 
year as other loans are paid off

Central Africa Troubles Traced 


To Europeans Unaware That 
Old Images Are Qut of Date 


Salisbury New and Bright Like Dallas — 
Planters Resemble Cattle Raisers —

There are plenty of so-called 
native villages, which at first | 
glance seem to be the Africa | 
of legend. A second iook, how- 
ever, reveals that these have 
been much affected by Euro- 
pean ways.

some using the most modern | 
machinery. 

Two Types of Europeans. 

The implications of this 
changing Africa have not been | 
fully absorbed either by the. 
world outside or, for that mat- | 
ter, by the people right here | 
in Africa. | 

To a large extent the trou- | 
bles facing the Central African | 
Federation can be traced to the | 
failure of the 4 per cent of the 
people here who are of Euro- 
pean origin to accept or even 
to understand these changes. 
Europeans in the federation 


can be divided roughly into 
two categories. | 
There are the small shop- 


keepers, clerks and artisans on 
the one hand. On the other 
hand are the planters. Most of | 
both categories are of British | 
origin, though there is a scat- 
tering of Afrikaners of Dutch 
origin up from the Union of 
South Africa. Only a few Eu- 
ropeans were born here but 
some came a good Many years 
ago. European settlement be- 
gan just before the turn of the 
century.

In placing his “war crimes” trials in a pub- 
lic forum, Fidel Castro has made reckless and 
demagogic statements about the United 
States 

If the Americans do not like what is hap- 
pening, he says. “they can send in the Ma- 
rines: then there will be 200,000 gringos 
dead.” He denounces “cannon diplomacy.” 
compares Cuban executions with bomb deaths 
at Hiroshima, asks why Americans do not 
protest against Dictator Trujillo in the Do- 
minican Republic, and suggests that Ameri- 
can officials are trving to create a public 
demand for intervention in Cuba 

Most of this is nonsense Intervention 
would be about as unpopular with the Ameri- 
can people as with Cubans.

When the spirit of vengeance recedes in 
Cuba, the United States must try to make 
its position clear to the people and to Fidel 
Castro. Fortunately Washington has chosen 
as ambassador the right man to do that— 
Philip Bonsal, career diplomat never known 
as a friend of dictators. Meanwhile. Ameri- 
cans might well review the historical grounds 
for Castro’s suspicion of the “Colossus of the 
North.” 

First. there was the Platt 
the first Cuban Constitution 
American intervention in Cuba. Though the 
amendment was abrogated 20 years ago, the 
memory of it lingers. Second. the American 
people were never fully aware of the atroci- 
ties under Batista, and for some years Wash- 
ington’s official policy was simply to “get 
along” with dictators unless they were Com- 
munist dictators. 

Nevertheless, the United States has become 
aware of such mistakes and has outlived 
some of them. In time the new leaders of 
Cuba will see relations in better perspective. 
Cuba and the United States have economic 
and political ties as close as the brief plane 
flight from Miami to Havana. Most Cubans 
and Americans know it.

Berkeley on the Make 

The tax-hungry citv officials of Berkeley 
have initiated their fourth attempt to grab 
St. Louis's Lambert Field 

If Berkeley could levy a 1-cent tax on avia- 
tion gasoline pumped at the field—as it evi- 
dently hopes to do—it would fall heir to a 
bonanza running to $300.000 a vear. Since 
that represents about 75 per cent of Berke- 
ley’s total budget, Berkeley citizens would get 
an almost free ride at the expense of the air- 
lines and their passengers. 

Human nature being what it is, it may be 
too much to ask Berkeley voters to turn down 
the annexation proposal at the April 7 elec- 
tion, although in justice they should. But 
certainly the Missouri Legislature, and espe- 
cially St. Louis’s delegation to the Assembly, 
ought to take some notice of Berkeley's new 
attempt to convert a metropolitan asset to its 
own gain. 

A bill that clearly defined the county’s un- 
incorporated areas as territory not subject to 
further annexation or development into new 
municipalities ought to do the trick. Per- 
haps the measure on municipal consolidations 
introduced by Senators Davidson, Pentland, 
Barrett and Johnson could be amended to 
achieve this result. 

Meantime. St. Louis can fight this tax grab 
in the courts on the ground that it is unrea- 
sonable. Nobody actually lives at the air- 
port. Berkeley cannot provide Lambert 
Field with a single municipal service that it 
does not now have under St. Louis's auspices. 
That being so, why should the courts permit 
the annexation to take place? 


Reeulate, Curtail or Abolish 

The movement to abolish the House Un- 
American Activities Committee is growing. 
tepresentative James Roosevelt has intro- 
duced a resolution to close out the committee 
and transfer its jurisdiction to the House 
Judiciary committee. 

On a national scale a group of prominent 
citizens, including clergymen, writers and 
scholars whose patriotism is not to be ques- 
tioned, has taken the same stand. Among 
these signers are Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
Reinhold Niebuhr and Stringfellow Barr. 

In proposing to abolish the committee Rep- 
resentative Roosevelt comes head-on against 
the proposal of Representative Walter of 
Pennsylvania to expand the work of the com- 
mittee and to give it more funds to work with. 

The Walter plan is to drop the old contro- 
versial name and to enlarge the area of the 
committee to cover “internal security, na- 
tionality and migration.”” The committee that 
Mr. Walter envisions would be one of the 
most powerful in either branch of Congress. 

Really the important thing is not whether 
the committee is abolished or kept intact or 
curtailed or seemingly enlarged. What is 
important is that in whatever provision the 
House makes for inquiries into these sensi- 
tive fields proper safeguards shall be estab- 
lished. Better no committee than one such 
as ran virtually wild in the days of Martin 
Dies and J. Parnell Thomas. And if there is 
to be investigation in the fields listed above 
then let it be by fair rules of procedure. 

Fortunately the House has an eminent 
guide. It is the Supreme Court’s decision in 
Watkins vs. the U.S. (1957) in which Chief 
Justice Warren found the committee state- 
ment of authority was so broad and confused 
as to be no clear delegation of power at all. 
Saying flatly that “no inquiry is an end in 
itself,” but “must be related to and in fur- 
therance of a legitimate task of Congress,” 
the Chief Justice and his colleagues ruled: 
“There is no general authority to expose the 
private affairs of individuals. . . . Investiga- 
tions conducted solely for the personal ag- 
grandizement of the investigators or to ‘pun- 
ish’ those investigated are indefensible.”

cision, well and good. If not, the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities group will be clearly illegal 
and useless, and should be abolished. 


Billboards at 100 Paces 


On the assumption that somebody might 
propose to regulate them, Missouri's billboard 
interests have now offered the Legislature a 
measure by which they would accept roadside 
regulation on their own terms. 

The results are about what the public might 
expect. The measure introduced by Senators 
Keating of Kansas City and Frieze of Carthage 
speaks in terms of state controls, regulations 
and licensing—and then it would permit bill- 
boards every 100 yards along our highways. 

Senators Keating and Frieze admit they 
speak for major outdoor advertisers who “are 
willing to have fair and reasonable regula- 
tion.” But why are they willing to accept 
regulation at just this time, never having ac- 
cepted it before? 

The answer lies in new federal legislation, 
which offers the states a bonus of one half of 
1 per cent of their interstate highway alloca- 
tions if they meet federal standards for con- 
trolling billboards along those particular high- 
wavs. The federal standards are compli- 
cated. They do not ban all signboards. They 
permit “informational sites” with clusters of 
billboards off the highway. But at no other 
point do they allow more than two billboards 
along any one-mile stretch of highway. 

The Keating-Frieze bill does not come close 
to these standards. Therefore it would not 
assure Missouri of the federal bonus which 
should amount to three million dollars or 
more. Neither, of course, would it protect the 
new interstate routes from becoming billboard 
alleys. Motorists could peer at the scenery 
between signs placed at the same distance as 
goalposts on a football field. 

But the outdoor advertisers’ bill has one 
slight advantage for the public. It would set 
a precedent for controlling signboards along 
all our highways—not just along the new in- 
terstate routes. So the Legislature might well 
consider two courses. 

First, it should adopt a bill meeting the 
federal standards for interstate highways and, 
incidentally, assuring the state of more 
needed highway revenue. Then it could 
adopt the Keating-Frieze bill or something 
like it for all other public highways. The 
superhighways yet to be built would be fully 
protected from advertising encroachment, and 
existing highways would be “reasonably pro- 
tected, by the billboard lobby’s own defini- 
tion. We doubt, however, that the outdoor 
advertising interests would appreciate such 
a solution. 


Anybody for a Race? 


The promotion manager of Downtown in 
St. Louis, Inc., is enthusiastic because the 
National Park.Service hopes to start work 
on the 60-story riverfront arch in about 18 
months. So are we. 

It would be just as exciting if some suitable 
organization came out with an announcement 
that work will be started in 18 months on a 
stadium adjacent to the riverfront memorial. 

Here is a fine chance for a friendly race 
between government enterprise and private 
enterprise. The Park Service has set a target 
date of 1964 for completion of the arch. How 
about a stadium, too, by 1964? Why, the 
Cardinals should again be winning pennants 
by then. 


And Why Not Borsch for Haggis? 


Although Robert Burns is a bonnie poet 
and Scots the world over should exert them- 
selves to celebrate his 200th anniversary this 
Sunday, there is one aspect to be a bit 
squeamish about. It is predicted that the 
consumption of haggis. a weird dish tradi- 
tionally eaten by the thousands of Scottish 
societies and Burns clubs in and out of Scot- 
land, will rise sharply on this memorable day. 

While we do not go so far as to answer 
affirmatively to Sir Walter Scott’s query: 
“Darest thou then to beard the lion in his 
den, the Douglass in his hall?” we do suggest 
that the haggis should be gently shoved along 
toward oblivion. Webster’s definition alone 
does not do justice to the horrors of haggis: 
“A pudding made of the heart, liver, lights, 
etc. of a sheep or calf, mixed~ with suet, 
onions, oatmeal, etc., and boiled in the stom- 
ach of the animal.” And although the im- 
mortal Robbie referred to haggis as “the 
great chieftain of the puddin’ race,” surely 
some other dish could be piped in by the 
bagpipers. 

An excellent excuse for suggesting substi- 
tutions has been provided by Emrys Hughes, 
a Scottish member of Parliament. He is 
wrathy over Britain’s failure to provide a 
Burns commemorative stamp and demands 
permission to use the special stamp being 
put out by Russia for the occasion. In that 
case, why not pipe in a fragrant dish of 
borsch at the banquet? 


Granite City’s Award 
As communities go in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, Granite City is a newcomer. William F. 
Niedringhaus bought some 3000 acres across 
from north St. Louis in 1891 and drove over 
in a buggy to select the site of his Enameling 
and Stamping Co. A rolling mill, a steel 
foundry, and other industries followed and 
some 60 years ago a memorable real estate 
boom was on as workers poured in from lit- 
erally everywhere. Granite City has been a 
major element in the growth of the indus- 
trial area of St. Louis and now figures prom- 
inently in river traffic with the docks at the 
southern end of the Chain of Rocks canal. 

But Granite City has been more than a 
granite and steel city. When Mrs. Olive B. 
Stallings retired as librarian of its excellent 
public library last year with 41 years\of 
service, she was the senior city librarian in 
the entire state of Illinois. Paul A. Grigsby, 

* Granite City’s public school superintendent 
from 1934 until 1958, provided the commu- 
nity with initiative and enterprise in its pub- 
lic school leadership. Other instances could 
easily be added to these. 

Now Granite City has been selected as one 
of 11 cities from 100 entries as a 1958 “All- 
America City” by the National Municipal 
League in joint sponsorship with Look Mag- 
azine. The Illinois community is cited for 
having forced out gamblers, controlled smoke 
and soot, constructed new schools, enlarged 
hospital facilities and set up a labor-manage- 
ment peace agreement. 

That is an impressive list of achievements. 
The people of Granite City can take pride in 
it as well as in the national distinction which 
has come to their alert, progressive, friendly

A ‘Prosperity Budget’ for Agriculture 


New Farm Program Urged in Study Directed by Ex-Truman Economic Adviser 


(Excerpts from a report pre- 
pared for the Conference on 
Economic Progress, Washing- 
ton. under direction of Leon 


H. Keyserling.) 


A new national farm program 
must provide workable short-range 
and long-range answers to three 
basic questions: First, how much 
consumption of foods and fibers do 
we need and want for domestic and 
international use, consistent with our 
other needs and wants in a fully ex- 
panding economy? Second, what 
kind of farm plant—including hu- 
man and other resources—will pro- 
duce amply but not excessively to 
meet these con- 
sumption require- 
ments, with a 
reasonable mar- 
gin of 
Third, 
transcendent im- 
portance, what 
kind of farm fam- 
ily income will 
conserve and improve this productive 
plant, and provide farm families 
with incomes and standards moving 
gradually toward parity with others? 

Not even the shadow of such a 
national farm program now exists. 
There are hardly any long-range 
goals or efforts toward adequate ex- 
pansion of consumption. The farm 
productive plant is being eroded by 
farm income deflation, and further 
distorted by accident events and by 
hit-or-miss random efforts. And the 
only goal for farm income, judged 
by results, is deflation. 

It is suggested that the Employ- 
ment Act of 1946 be amended, to 
require that the President send an- 
nually to the Congress a short-range 
and especially a long-range “Full 
Prosperity Budget for Agriculture.” 
This would set forth domestic con- 
sumption goals and export goals for 
farm products, and needed levels of 
production to achieve these goals; 
needed levels of employment, mean- 
ing the farm plant—human and 
otherwise — best suited to square 
with this volume of production; and 
needed levels of purchasing power,

than one fifth. With adequate ex- 
ports, wheat use can be lifted by 
almost 20 per cent; cotton by almost 
30 per cent; and tobacco by more 
than 18 per cent. 

“The Prosperity Budget” does not 
imply compulsion. Farmers who 
have tried to cooperate in hit-or- 
miss’ production adjustments, accom- 
panied by income deflation. will cer- 
tainly cooperate voluntarily in ra- 
tional production adjustments, in- 
duced by fair income treatment. 

National farm policies should also 
be used to reverse the trend toward 
excessive concentration of holdings. 
This can be helped by limiting the 
size of farms receiving assistance, or 
the amount of assistance to any one 
farm—or by both. There can be no 
defense of public payments of 100 
thousand dollars or more to individ- 
ual farmers. Farm policies should 
protect and augment the family 
type farm. 

If we balance farm production and 
consumption, adjust the farm plant 
accordingly, and rescue both farm- 
ers and our whole economy from the 
tremendous economic burden of a 
depressed agriculture, the public 
costs of the farm program will be 
much lower and will also be worth- 
while. In a “Full Prosperity Budget 
For Agriculture,” we would be able 
to schedule realistically both costs 
and benefits, because we would 
know where we were going.

field G. Duncan, professor of 
medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. Robert L 
Jackson, professor of pediatrics 
at the University of Missouri, 
and Dr. E. Paul Sheridan,’ of 
Denver, Colo,, secretary of the 
American Diabetes Association 

Moderator of the panel was 
Dr. John A. Reed, of Wash- 
ington, D. C 

Dr. Sheridan told the group 
that his experience with the 
new oral hyperglycemic agents 
used in the treatment of dia- 
betes had indicated they were 
safe, but he cautioned doctors 
and patients alike to be care- 
ful in their evaluation of the 
new drugs. 

“The biggest result 
new pill treatment is that it 
has opened up a tremendous 
new field for investigation,” he

George Halas, owner - coach of 
the Chicago Bears, reporting 
for the committee on expan- 
sion, said this was not the 
proper time to increase the 
number of league teams. 

Of the many other amend- 
ments proposed, all but one 
were either withdrawn or de- 
feated. Approved was a meas- 
ure giving Commissioner Bert 
Bell the right to pass on: any- 
body receiving an interest in 
a club through a will unless 
the party is a member of the 
family holding the interest. 

Turned down or withdrawn 
were such proposals as making 
all tickets for the N.F.L. title 
game reserved: equalization of 
Stadium rental in that each 
home team would deduct 10 
per cent from the gate for rent 
instead of 15 per cent, and an 
effort to bar trading of first 
and second draft choices. The 
owners decided to keep the 
maximum regular season play- 
er limit at 35.

‘Most Disgusting 
Program on TY’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23. 


I THINK—weighing my words as carefully as possible 
and after due consultation with the restraint department 
of this newspaper and even after sleeping on it for several 
days—that “Divor.e Hearing” is the most disgusting pro- 
gram on television. “The 
couples appearing are 
real people,” intones the 
announcer at the outset 
of the show. They just 
seem like monsters. I 
watched a woman, who 
was allegedly real, spit- 
ting pure venom at her 
unfortunate husband for 
a half hour one day, won- 
dering if the money they 
pay for my line of work 
was sufficient to make it 
all worthwhile. People on 
this show appear unre- 
hearsed and explain care- 
fully when they started 
loathing one another, why 
they loathe ene another, 
and how much. I just 
don't think this sort of 
information is particular- 
ly edifying, and the peo- 
ple certainly aren't. 

In general, lawyers are fairly unappetizing specimens 
and courts, like bathrooms, are necessary, but they ought 
to be kept out of sight. Still there seems to be a vast 
morbid interest in courtroom trials on TV with real law- 
yers, and rea] cases, but only occasionally real people (that 
lovely phrase). Mostly they’re actors ad libbing actual 
cases. This is the case on “Divorce Court” (not to be con- 
fused with “Divorce Hearing’) and I can see why. 


JOHN CROSBY 


Passion runs so high on “Divorce Hearing” (not 
seen in St. Louis) that Dr. Paul Popenoe, a mar- 
riage counselor, who is there ostensibly to give 
marital advice, sometimes spends most of his time 
simply calming the furious participants down to 
some semblance of coherence. 

“Oh, for cryin’ out loud, keep yacking,” snapped one 
woman. “Big ninny!” 
“You were born tired,” snapped her husband.

Mondavs through Fri- 
davs) which I find an awful bore but which the housewives 
find entrancing 


On this one the judges are real and the lawvers are, 
too (if you can ever call lawyers real), and so is the jury 


which is paid $5 a day to decide whether novelist David 
Harvev had stolen the subiect matter of his book from au- 
thor Mason Blackwell. which is one of the real cases. (The 


jury decided Harvey was guilty.) The cases drag on for a 
week or more, just like: real cases. They have all kinds. 
So far the jury has decided a libel suit in favor of a dancer, 
a murder trial in which the wife was found guilty of poison- 
ing her husband, and a civil suit in which the jury found 
in favor of the plaintiff trying to get back $6300 worth of 
gifts he gave his fiancee before she ran out on him. 


In between bouts from the witness stand, Jim 
McKay tells you what is going on in a sort of sten- 
torian whisper as if he were reporting a golf match 
and didn’t want to interferc with the putting. There 
are what seem like thousands of commercials. In 
the rare occasions when the program is permitted 
to interrupt the commercials, actors make up their 
lines as they go along. The acting is on the whole 
pretty awful and very broad. But, as I say, the 
housewives love it and await the verdict with 


bated breath. 


Then there’s “Day in Court,” another of the same on 
a different network (on KTVI at 2 p.m. Mondays through 
Fridays.) It was on this one that a tearful dame sobbed 
that she looked up in the sky at an amusement park ride 
called the Sling Shot—‘“A guy fell out,” she sobbed. “It 
was my husband.” “Madame, compose yourself,” snapped 
the judge. “Why didn’t the man who was with him fall 
out?” asked the defendant's attorney. “I don’t know! I 
don’t know!” sobbed the widow—for she was indeed a wid- 
ow. “I object,” interjected the widow's attorney. “I’m 
going to sustain your objection,” said the judge and he had 
darned well better because it was as silly a question as I 
have ever heard on one of these shows.

Baltimore Marking 150th Anniversary of Literary Giant—Trouble Dogged His Footsteps 


EDGAR ALLEN POE 


One of the great figures of American literature, Edgar Allan 
Poe, was born 150 years ago, Now Baltimore, which claims him 
as its own, is celebrating the occasion with a special exhibition of 
keepsakes from a life of almost unbelieved tragedy.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 23 (AP).

SIX YEARS AFTER Karl 


Marx and Friedrich Engels 
published the Communist 
Manifesto, the St. Louis Y.M. 


C.A. was organized by 23 young 
men meeting at Fifth and Wal- 
nut streets in the Second 
Presbyterian Church. There 
was no connection between the 
two events. The young men 
did not know that they were 
forging a powerful weapon 
against Communism. But such 
a weapon the Y.M.C.A. has 
been all over the world—and 
in St. Louis. 

The Missouri Republican 
commented editorially on 
that meeting in 1853: “It is 
our privilege to record the 
beginnings of an enterprise 
which contains in it more 
good to St. Louis than any 
undertaking which has ever 
been entered upon. here.” 
That was a prophetic state- 
ment. The good that the 
Y.M.C.A. has done in St. 
Louis and is doing is phe- 
nomenal. 


A glance over their first 100 
years shows that they pio- 
neered in: 

Physical education. (t was 
a Y.M.C.A. man who invented 
basketball.) 

Work among the newsboys, 
among gangs on the water- 
front, juvenile § delinquents, 
and caddies at the golf clubs— 
in short, wherever there were 
boys and young men. 

Free medical services to the 
poor. The free clinic they had 
operated became the Prot- 
estant Hospital in 1883.

WHERE do words come 
from”? Well, they don't spring 
out of the air. Each of them 
is the conscious invention of 
some person, somewhere, some- 
time in that phase of man's 
history known as recorded 
civilization Many, perhaps 
most, of our everyday words 
have come to us in the form 
of borrowings from some of 
the world's earlier languages, 
notably Latin and Greek, but 
also extending further back fn 
time to Sanskrit and to that 
somewhat vaguely defined 
group of dialects which his- 
torians of language label “In- 
do-European.” 

A surprising number of our 
common words, though, were 
proper names before they 
became part of the common 
currency of our tongue. 
When we speak of a “mac- 
adam” road, for example 
we are unwittingly paying 
tribute to John L. MacAdam, 
the Scottish engineer who in- 
vented this method of pav- 
ing highways. Similarly, 
when you admire the blos- 
soms on a wisteria tree, you 
may not be aware of the fact 
that it is named after a 
famous American botanist of 
the nineteenth century, Cas- 
par Wistar.

Educational TV Outlet 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23. 
YESTERDAY I visited the offices of M.E.T.A. (Metro- 
politan Educational Television Association) whose aim is 
to get an educational television channel for the City of 
New York. 
In this regard this city is very backward. Boston has 
an excellent station used purely for educational purposes, 


and so have St. Louis and Pittsburgh. Why should not 
New York have one? I am anxious that this should come 
about 


If we had a TV outlet devoted to education we might 
hegin to better explain in our schools some of the prob- 
lems facing our country. Our youngsters then would be 
better prepared with background knowledge when they 
reach the voting age. It would be a big advance in teach- 
ing—an advantage that we, their elders, did not have. 

JUST BECAUSE i have shown some interest in the 
plight of the American Indian, I am now getting letters 
from various tribes, and they make me wonder if actually 
even our Government, which should be their greatest sup- 
port, is always on their side. 


These tribes are wards of the Government, 
but under the guise of giving them the “right to 
citizenship” we are allowing predatory interests, 
sometimes state interests, sometimes groups or in- 
dividuals,: to despoil them of their lands. These 
lands are all these people have, and they own 
them by treaty with the U.S. Government. 


Here is a quotation from the latest letter that has come 
to me: 

“I, Donald Richmond, as secretary of the Mohawk | 
Indian nation. member of the six-nation lroquois confed- 
eracy, through close conferences with chiefs and repre- 
sentatives of my nation and the Tuscarora nation, make 
this plea in our fight for justice in regards to the | 
acquisition of Tuscarora land by the New York State Power | 
Authority, this and the tax problem have come about by 
législation and taxation without representation. 

“We are protesting these acts as being uncopstitu- 
tional and violations of treaties made between the six na- 
tions and the U.S. of America...” 


What we do for our Indians is watched by 
people all over the world. And the Indians feel 
quite rightly,-1 believe, that our treatment of them 
is not enhancing the respect for democracy nor 
the feeling that we try to give all of our people 
equal freedom in our country and equal justice. 


In our efforts to win the trust of the uncommitted 
=etions throughout the world we must remember that the 
treatment of our own citizens has a great deal to do with 
the confidence they put in us as a world power. 

Both in the United Nations and in our contacts with 
nations outside there is a realization that a great nation | 
must respect small nations and must keep its word. Other- | 
wise. there is no security for any small nation. 

To many people the problem of our own American 
Indians may seem very small, but it is really a concern of 
eYery citizen. For these were the first owners of the coun- 
try in which we now live and they have a right to have 
the treaties they made with the Government respected and 
carried out with justice.

A major problem of our 
time, it was generally agreed, 
is that of conserving, develop- 
ing and using wisely our sup- 
ply of human and natural re- 
sources—toward the end of 
building a better world to live 
in. And finally this narrowed 
still more to problems of edu- 
cation and home environment 
and our apparent inability, in 
these crowded and somewhat 
hectic times, to develop a 
sense of “belonging” and of 
responsibility in all too many 
of our young people. 

Part of this undoubtedly re 
sults from conditions of mod- 
ern family life in both city and 
country which are almost un- 
avoidable: from tensions of an 
industrial civilization, a system 


which sees both parents work- . 


ing in many instances, the in- 
tense struggle to forge ahead 
toward material goals which 
seem the ones chiefly valued 
by our culture. 


It is hard nowadays, even 
in the country, for boys and 
girls to participate in the 
family enterprise; to know 
that they are contributing 
and have a direct responsi- 
bility for their share in its 
success. This is no plea for 
child labor; but it is a plea 
for the responsibility of 
creative work. It points up, 
among other things, one rea- 
son why the swift passing 
of the good family farm is in 
the nature of a social trage- 
dy. 


Dr. Ed Gildea asked whether 
we'd be in favor of a new 
Civilian Conservation Corps 
such as has been recommended 
recently by Senator Hubert 
Humphrey and other leaders 
with a special interest in youth 
and the well-being of democ- 
racy. Ginnie’s brother felt that 
the revival of the CCC might 
be looked on as one step to- 
ward an authoritarian state, 
especially if the corps was run 
by the Army. This seemed to 
me, however, an eventuality 
that could be circumvented by 
proper organization of the CCC 
and even, perhaps, its admin- 
istration by a special division 
operating under the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare Such a division might 
be recruited from among re- 
serve and retired officers of 
the armed services who would 
themselves receive training and 
indoctrination. 

The next point brought up 
was whether the kind of train- 
ing available to members of 
the corps would actually be of 
service and value; first to the 
young men and boys Who were 
enlisted and second to the 
nation. This seemed even easier 
to answer from experience out 
of the past. The problem then 
was youth without work, with- 
out skills and without much 
hope of work in the future. 

Today we face a future that 
seems to hold an infinite num- 
ber of jobs. Few of these are 
available to boys of 16 to 18 
and many of these boys have 
little opportunity to train 
themselves for the jobs of to- 
morrow. And here it isn’t so 
much the kind*of job, although 
this is fairly important, as it 
is the discipline and training 
in responsibility to which we 
must all subject ourselves if 
we are to play our modest in- 
dividual parts in the work of 
the world. These are facts

As to the work to be done 
—it is as vital and as vitally 
needed as it ever was. There 
is no state in the union to- 
day where we cannot point 
to waste and dissipation of 
our natural resources. 
Stream and lake pollution, 
even in areas touted for rec- 
reation, is rampant all across 
the nation. State and na- 
tional parks cry out for more 
and better facilities to care 
for the steadily growing 
crowds of § recreationists: 
campgrounds, picnic areas, 
trails are all in need of re- 
pair and expansion. 


Water conservation through 
watershed management is a 
problem in east, west, north 
and south. Soil erosion by wind 
and water still takes toll of 
this irreplaceable resource 
which will be needed desper- 
ately as the years go by. There 
are countless tasks waiting to 
be done in the forests of the 
nation stand improvement, 
tree planting, damage by fire 
and insect to be repaired. 
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Here are two kinds of re- 
sources which need each other 
—the natural and the human 
We have many agencies capa- 
ble of bringing them together: 
the state and national forest 
services, park services, Bureau 
of Reclamation, Soil Conserva- 
tion Service to mention a 
few. What more valuable ef- 
fort than to channel this great 
reserve of ability and energy 
among our young people which 
today flows down toward wast- 
ed lives and delinquency?

On Farms 
By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AP). | 

“HELP WANTED ... Amer. | 
{can agriculture.”’ America may 
he desperately short of missile 
engineers, but the nation’s 
number one industry—agricul- 
ture—is also facing a man- 
power shortage, perhaps the 
worst in its history. It has 
farm leaders frankly worried. 
‘They fear that the industry 
is losing the cream of the 
younger generation to thé 
glamour of the jet age, the 
nuclear age, the electronic age, 
the space age. They have even 
coined a new term—‘“the Agri- 
Dynamics Age’’—to emphasize 
that agriculture has romance, 
adventure, and glamour, too. 

“There are twice as manj 
new career opportunities in 
agriculture each year as there 
are young people to fill them,” 
said Hugh Dermody, assistant 
general manager of the agri- 
cultural division of Chas. Pfizer 
& Co., a pharmaceutical firm. 

Dermody is helping co-ordi- 
nate a nation-wide program 
among educators, farm groups, 
and implement manufacturers 
to interest American youth in 
the dramatic future of agri- 
culture. 


It is more than a drive to 
“keep ‘em down on the farm” 
or lure city boys with strong 
backs out to a little fresh air 
and exercise amid the bloom- 
ing clover. 


“AGRICULTURE TODAY is 
more than a dirt farm of 60 
acres, five cows and 30 pigs— 
with 100 chickens in the back 
yard,” said Dermody. 

“It is a big business in every 
way. It is larger than steel or 
automobiles or transportation. 
Of 65.000.000 Americans who 
work for a living, about 26,000,. 
000—or nearly 40 per cent— 
work in some branch of agri- 
culture, 

“The scientific farmer is the 
one who survives today. He has 
an investment of $15,000 per 
worker, as compared to an in- 
vestment of about $6500 for in- 
dustry generally. 

“It isn’t simply a matter of 
getting more hired hands. We 
need to attract more young 
scientists into the agricuitural 
field. We need more market- 
ing researchers, farm journal- 
ists, machinery designers and 
engineers.” 


The last generation has 
seen a real revolution § in 
American agriculture, a rev- 
olution so quiet many city 
people are still unaware of 
its achievements. New tech- 
niques have speeded the 
growth of both meat and 
vegetable crops. 


POINTING OUT that farm 
output had increased greatly 
despite a 50 per cent decrease 
in farm population during the 
last two decades, Dermody said: 


“The fewer the farms, the 
larger they grow, the more 
scientific they have to be- 
come.” 


Dermody, like a number of

The name “seismograph” 
means “earthquake - writer.” 
The instrument picks up the 
waves and makes records 
which tell the facts to those 
who are observing. 


ed SIZE-moh-graph) is an in- 
strument which makes a re- 
cord of the shaking of the 
earth. It tells the place where 
an earthquake occurs and the 
time can be figured out as 
well. There are different kinds 
' of earthquake waves, and sci- 
entists have learned the speed 
of each kind. 

All moderna countries have 
seismographs, They are kept 
at work in many universities; 
also in government labora- 
tories. 

It is possible for a seismo- 
graph in Vancouver or Boston 
to pick up waves made by a 
quake on an island in the 
‘ South Pacific. In some cases 


Scientists in Great Britain 
and the United States start- 
ed working with the seisme- 
graph idea more than 100 
years ago. Several kinds are 
in operation today, and a 
single description would fail 
to fit all of them, 


One kind which contains a 
magnet wound with coils of 
wire. During a quake, an elec- 
trie current is passed to a gal- 
vanimeter. A mirror is made to 
move in such a way that it re- 
flects beams of light to a 
moving strip of photographic 
paper. .
